The ‘attendance, which last year was

It is 
assumed, also, that as soon as the days 
become of suffictent length to permit 
of travel, Bartlett, accompanied proba- 
bly by some of the five Eskimos on 
board, set out for Bering Sea.

Only two children are known to have 
been saved from the wreck. A wonder- 
ful rescue was one of these—little & 
year-old Gracie Hanagan, daughter of 
the leader of the Salvation band. Her 
father and mother were both drowned. 
Gracie was not told of her loss, and 
believed today that her father and 
mother would come to Quebec on the 
next boat. 

When asked how she was saved, Gra- 
cie repeated Oh! I saved myself. The 
little child was entirely unconcerned, 
apparently not realizing what she had 
been through. No lifeboat was near 
when she was thrown from the Em- 
press, and she sank at once, but rose 
to the surface in a moment, saw a piece 
of floating wood near her and seized it.

Helen O'Hara of Toronto, a child of 10, 
whose father was drowned when trying 
to save her, told a pathetic story.

“I was on the upper deck, and, there- 
fcre, had a better chance to get to safe- 
ty than those in the lower berths.

I was aroused ‘from my sleep by the 
impact and awakened the others in my 
cabin. I could then hear plainly the 
rush of water and 1 felt sure that 
something serious had happened. I 
also heard the machinery of the boat 
running. It did not stop immediately 
after the crash, but nn until the 
explosion occurred. 

I grabbed a life preserver and went 
out to the deck. On deck there were no 
life belts and quite a number of people 
were standing about apparently unable 
to determine what to do. I gave my 
belt to Mrs. Foord, one of our party. I 


tied the belt on her myself.

“When I was taken on board I saw 
many men rescued, practically un- 
clothed. I was almost in a state of 
nakedness myself and the rest of those 
on board were shivering and in a bad 
state from the icy water of the river 
and the chilly morning air. Soon, how- 
ever, We were attended to by those on 
board the collier and made warm and 
comfortable. 


Explosion and Burst of Steam, 
Then Quick Listing of Vessel 


“As I swam through the icy waters I 
heard the dull explosion caused by the 
water reaching the engines of the sink- 
ing ship. It was followed by a burst of 
steam that spread to all parts of the 
vessel. Then came a quick lisfing of the 
steamer and she turned over. It looked 
to me as if she turned turtle. 

J don't think there were many first- 
class passengers saved. I saw only one 
of the first-class boats lowered. 

“The weather was virtually calm ind 
there was plenty of light on the water 
when I came on deck. I saw no fog. I 
thought at first we had hit a rock. Some 
of the officers of the vessel came along 
and said that the ship would not go 
down any further, for bottom had been 
struck. 

“The behavior of the crew was on 
the whole good, although it must be said 
that the men hardly had time to collect 
themselves or to effect rescues in any 
systematic way. The boat was really 
sinking before the crew or anybody 
else realized it. 

“Those of the crew who got to the 
deck tried to launch a boat on the up- 
turned side of the vessel but the boat 
could not be put into the water. 

“The decks were almost perpendic- 
ular so that many passengers, in order 
to escape, had to slide down from the 
higher side to the water side.“ 

Woman Rescued, Falls Dead. 

A woman leaped pluckily from the 
deck of the sinking liner and swam 
around for nearly an hour in the river, 
but fell dead from exhaustion on the 
deck of the pilot boat Eureka. She had 
on little clothing and has not been 
identified. 

The noise of the water rushing into

to and his wife. They fled up on the 
deck, but in the rush of passengers 
became separated. Davis was saved, 
but it is feared his wife went down 
with the boat. 

A touching reunion was witnessed at 

timouski when Mr. and Mrs. Thomas 
EI Greenaway of the Toronto Salvation 
Army, who were married about a week 
ago, were reunited after each had be- 
lieved the other lost. 

“Tl was awakened by the crash,” said 
Mrs. Greenaway, but I was not nervous 
until I heard a steward ordering the 
rassengers to go up on deck. There 
was a great rush from the cabins, in 
which I joined, and in the excitement, I 
clung to a man who I thought was my 
husband. As we reached the deck the 
ship was down on one side, so that we 
chuld have walked on the other side to 
the water’s edge. 

Companion Not Her Husband, 

“Suddenly, on looking at my compan- 
ion, I discovered that he was not my 
husband, so I set out to look for him 
among those who were crowding the 
side of the ship. By that time the ship 
was nearly under water. When the 
final lurch came I gave myself up as 
lost. I went down with the ship but 
an explosion occurred, and I was tossed 
uc. out of the water, bruised and hurt 
Dy pieces of wood. 

„T then became unconscious. When I 
recovered my senses, I found myseif 
floating about on a deck chair. I lay 
there too weak to move, but, hearing 
veces close by, I managed to raise my 
read, and saw a raft with two men on 
it One of them reached out to me with 
a broken. oar, and called out, ‘Are you 
alive?’ I answered as loud as I could, 
and he pulled me aboard with the oar.” 


Goes to Get a Wrap for Wife and 
Husband Becomes Lost From Her 


Greenaway told his story as follows: 

“I was awakened by the crash and 
got out of my berth at the request of 
my wife, not thinking, however, that 
there was anything seriously wrong. 
My wife noticed the list of the ship and 
suggested that we should go up on 
deck. She left immediately, thinking I 
would follow her. This was my inten- 
tion, but before I left the cabin 1 
searched for a wrap for my wife. Then 
I went up to the deck and searched for 
Mrs. Greenaway, but could find no 
trace of her and gave her up as lost. 


Catches Floating Table. 
“When the last plunge came I clung 


to the side of the rail, but the force of 
the churning water and the explosion 
of the boilers broke my grasp and I 
sank. When I came to the surface 1 
saw the top of a round table floating 
near me. This 1 grasped and it kept 
me afloat until I was dragged on a raft. 
Later, with a dozen others, I was taken 
on board the pilet boat and landed at 
Rimouski, where hospitable residents 
gave me every care and attention. 

On the pilot boat with me was Capt. 
Spooner of the Salvation Army staff. 
He told me he had put a life belt on my 
wife. On the arrival of the second boat 
I learned that my wife had been res- 
cued and was in a hotel in the village. 
When finally I found her she was still 
unaware of my rescue and when she 
saw me she burst into tears, being too 
weak from her terrible experience to 
say anything.“ 

One of the most self-possessed pas- 
sengers among those rescued was Mrs. 
W. E. Patton of Sherbrooke. Mrs. Pat- 
ton was rescued in a lifeboat and did 
not get the least bit wet. She was re- 
markably cool and gave valuable as- 
sistance to sufferers. 

Members of the crew of the Empress 
said a majority of those saved had 
to swim. All that was possible was 
done to lower boats, but the strong list 
of the ship made it impossible to lower 
more than five boats, they said. 

J. Fergus Duncan, an advocate, of 
London, England, who has been in Can- 
ada on business, told of how the first 
boat lowered upset and those who had 
crowded into it were plunged headlong 
into the water. 


Passengers Shot Into Water. 
“My berth was on the starboard 


side, said Duncan. “I heard the whis- 
tles and fog horns, as well as the re- 
versing of the engines. Then came the 
crash. I went out on the deck. It was 
empty.

FINANCING THE WAGE EARNER’S 
FAMILY. 

S the American worker receiving 
| enough pay for his labor to enable 
nis family to maintain itself with 
a certain degree of physical efficiency? 
It is this question that Prof. Scoit 
Nearing is trying to answer in his val- 
uable contribution to the literature, of 
social thought, Financing the Wage 
Earner’s Family.“ 

In the first place, the author says 
that the great bulk of the American 
people have to work in ordinary posi- 
tions: with very few chances for ad- 
Vancement. He then proceeds to find 
out what the chances of the American 
worker are from the point of view of 
his livelibood. 

The findings of the investigations in- 
dicate that north of Mason and Dixon’s 
line and east of the Rockies one-tenth 
of the workers earn annually less than 
$325, one-fifth less than $400, one-half 
under $600, three-fourths less than $600 
and one-tenth over $800. 

Investigations show also that a fam- 
ily of five in industrial towns east of 
the Mississippi Valley cannot maintain 
a decent standard of living on less than 
$650 a year. In the same area the male 
workers receive an average wage of 
less than $500 a year. At least half of 
them are in that class. This means 
that the workers receive for their work 
less than it takes to maintain them and 
their families in physical comfort. 

The above is but part of the problein 
of the wage edrner. The author shows 


actual budgets of families, from which 
it appears that in some industries the 
workers are not paid enough to buy a 
‘sufficient amount of nourishing food 
for themselves and family, nor can they 


purchase proper clothes and shelter on 
their earnings.

perwood. He not only tries to grab 
everything in sight in the way of pub- 
lic service utilities, but every woman 
or girl who comes his way, from his 
poor stenographer to the wife of his 
financial bacKer and friend, must yield 
to his passion. He does not even spare 
the daughters of his personal friends. 
He is shameless in his numerous “af- 
fairs.“ He maintains two or three at 
a time, and neglects the poor woman 
who had sacrificed her innocence and 
her family to become his mistress and 
finally his wife—the woman who was 
loyal to him when he was a felon and 
a convict. A nasty individual, domi- 
nating and domineering, the sort of in- 
dividual who can play an important 
public part only in an anarchic state 
of society like the capitalistic state, 
such is Cowperwood, 

The author of “The Titan’ expects 
the reader to go through 552 pages of 
such offensive stuff, with here and 
there a bit of “relief” in the way of 
political corruption and financial rock - 
edness. In the end the shameless in- 
diyidual who is financially so success- 
ful succeeds in degrading a girl young 
enough to be his granddaughter. 
Through all this the author seems 
amazingly forgiving. He intimates that 
to do otherwise is to be narrow and 
dogmatic. 

“The Titan’’ is a most dangerous 
piece of literary work. It is worse than 
merely a pornographic story. Such sto- 
ries generally do not reach decent folk 
and decent homes. This story, likely to 
be a dest seller“ because of its au- 
thor’s fame, will get into the hands 
of young persons who especially should 
not read such filth. It is particularly 
dangerous because the supposedly re- 
spectable young girls of its story give 
themselves to men as indifferently as 
if it were the most casual thing for 
girls to do. 

One can forgive the portrayal of a 
woman forgetting all convention when 
real, deep, overmastering love calls.

This plea for an enlightened parent- 
hood is the subject of “Better Babies 
and Their Care,“ by Anna Steese Ricb- 
ardson. In this book Mrs. Richardson 
shows why and how the well baby is 
well. She ascribes it to the intelligence 
of the parents, especialfy the mother, 
who has the actual physical@tare of the 
child in her hands. She brings to the 
attention of the reader certain scien- 
tific facts which are calculated to help 
in the physical development of children. 
There are plenty of practical hints to 
mothers concerning the care of the sick 
child as well as the conservation of the 
health of the well baby. This little book 
is an excellent addition to the book 
shelves of the average home. It is writ- 
ten in a delightfully simple and instruc- 
tive manner and should be a welcome 
gift to motherhood. (Stokes Co.)

LINOR GLYN has suspended tem- 
porarily her usual task of dishing 
out literary “hot stuff to her 

readers and, in Tour Affectionate God- 
mother,“ we find her taking up the 
role of a sort of mother confessor to 
young girls about to enter society. It 
is really quite a nice book, the adjective 
being applicable in any of its meanings. 

It is composed of a series of letters, 
purporting to have been written to a 
favorite god-child and they cover almost 
every phase of life that a debutante is 
likely to encounter.

HREE clever men, H. L. Mencken, 
1 George J. Nathan and Willard H. 
Wright, got together and wrote 
this book, telling about Vienna, Mun- 
ich, Berlin, London and Paris, after 
8:15 p. m. They manage to get plenty 
of wickedness into the book without be- 
coming vulgar. But, being tourists, 
they seem to know that quite a num- 
ber of Americans in going abroad are 
looking for that sort of thing.

Dreiser’s do not know it. He is doing 
damage by his work. Of course the 
book is interesting. Such books general 
ly are. But we could do without it.

Chalmers Covert has told the tale of

Louis Unveiled by Pierre 


Chouteau in City Hall Park. 


The statue of Pierre Laclede in City 
Hall Square, presented to the city by 
the Centennial Association, was un- 
veiled by Pierre Chouteau, great great- 
grandson of the founder of St. Louis, 
at ll a. m. Saturday. . 

Three generations of Laclede's de- 
scendants were guests of the Centennial 
Association at the unveiling. They rep- 
resented the fifth, sixth and seventh 
generations of the Chouteau-Laclede 
families. 

Young Chouteau, 16 years old, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Pierre Chouteau of 5579 
Clemens avenue, pulled the cord to un- 
veil the statue after speeches had been 
made by George D. Markham, Mayor 
Kiel and former Judge Daniel G. Tay- 
lor. Then a band played the Marseil- 
laine. : 

The unveiling was witnessed by 4 
large crowd which had assembled in 
City Hall Square. There was prolonged 
cheering when the drapery was pulled 
away from the heroic bronze figure of 
the French adventurer who founded 
the city here 150 years ago today. 

George Julian Zolnay, the sculptor, 
who made the Laclede statue, occupied 
a seat in the box with Mayor Kiel 
and other officials. Mrs. Virginia Sarpy 
Peugnet, oldest descendant of Laclede, 
was the guest of honor for the occasion. 

All descendants of Laclede were asked 
to stand up after the unveiling, and 
fully 300 complied with the request, 
many of them old men and women. 

A delegation of Grand Army women, 


j who had decorated the Grant statue in 


the south end of City Hall Square, at- 
tended the unveiling. 

Mayor Kiel, in his address, said the 
location was a fitting one, being be- 
tween the halls of justice and legisla- 
tion.

Already Mexicans, not only in the cap- 
ital, but even here in Vera Crus, be- 
lieve the reason our troops do not ad- 
vance is because we are afraid. It 
now we withdraw altogether, having 
administered no punishment, demanded 
no reparation, our visit, as it will be 
represented to Mexicans and as it will 
be interpreted by them, will be for us 
a bluff that failed and for them an-

All we have done in Vera Cruz to 
punish the Mexicans is to clean their 
city.

Carranza’s Messenger Discusses 
Constitutionalists’ Attitude 
With Lehmann. 


HITCH IN DELIBERATIONS 


Question of Admitting Carranza- 
istas to Mediation Confer- 
ence to Be Decided. 


By Associated Press. 

NIAGARA FALLS, Ont, May %.— 
Juan F. Urquidi called on the American 
delegates this forenoon and discussed 
with Mr. Lehmann the Constitutional- 
ists’ attitude toward mediation. Ths 
inference drawn is that the American 
delegates will champion the cause of 
the Constitutionalists until it has been 
decided whether the Carranza faction 
will have a personal representative here 
during the continuance of the nego- 
tiations. 

The mediators themselves conferred at 
some length in respect to the character 
of the answer to be made to Gen. Car- 
ranza’s communication. They were in- 
clined toward a mere acknowledgment, 
but the indications are that the wish 
of the Washington Government will pre- 
vail that full consideration be given the 
Constitutionalists. If so the negotia- 
tions will be prolonged. 

Should satisfactory arrangements be 
made whereby Gen. Carranza may be 
willing to send delegates on terms satis- 
factory to the mediators, it is possible 
the conference might continue for two 
or three weeks more. 

The Huerta delegates know only un- 
officially of the presence here of Ur- 
quidi, but they expected today to be 
formally advised of the nature of the 
communication he brought. On the sub- 
ject of Constitutionalist representation, 
the Huerta delegates have decided they 
will abide by any decision the media- 
tors may make. 

The view of the American delegates is 
that it would be far more satisfactory 
to deal with the various factions before 
any agreement or protocol is signed 
than to attempt later to bring a third 


party. the Gonstitutionalists, to accord 


with the two-party agreement now be- 


ing prepared. 


Some of the hitherto unpublished de- 
tails of the tentative plan now before 
the mediators are as follows: 

The providional government which 
would succeed the Huerta regime, con- 
sisting of a provisional President and 
four Cabinet members, would hold of- 
fice until 1916, when the term of Ma- 
dero expires and a regular presidentia! 
election takes place. The object of this 
is to give the new administration a year 
or more in which to pacify the country 
absolutely, prepare it for a popular elee- 
tion and make a beginning on land and 
educational reforms. 

Though some of the delegates on both 
sides would have preferred five persons, 
all neutral in politics, to compose the 
new Government, the tentative plan now 
is to have two Constitutionalists and 
two men, not identified with the Huerta 
administration, but chosen by the Huer- 
ta delegates, for the four Cabinet port- 
folios, with a neutral provisional Presi- 
dent.

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PROFITABLE NAVAL DBAL. 

The battleships Idaho and Mississippi, which 
Secretary Daniels proposes shall be-sold to a Eu- 
ropean power, presumably Greece, are sister ves- 
gels of 13,000 tons, the former costing $5,558,781 
and the latter $5,629,183. Each has four 12-inch 
and eight eight-inch guns, besides secondary bat- 
tery. Both were built in 1904, and while the 
ships we have been authorizing lately are two 
and one-half times as large, they cou 
own against anything likely to de sent against 
them in the Eastern Mediterrean. 

The. terms specified are that..we shall receive 

“cost price” for the vessels. If, win means that 

we are to get back all we put in Uncle 
Sam, whose fondness for a bargain is well known, 
should not hesitate about closing the deal. If, 
every year, we could sell on the same terms two 
small 10-year-old ships and use the money to 
build one big new dreadnaught, it would help 
amazingly in executing the two-battleship pro- 
gram.
